He wishes all the 
strikers who can be taken back to re 
main in their places, Certainly the road 
is in a position to iill up every vacan 
place within ten days with American 
operators who are applying by hundreds 
The strikers are just as confident as eve 
to-day, and it is said this is due to the 
fact that arrangements are Hearing cot 
elusion for the calling out of another 
branch of the service. • However, there 
is an element of doubt in this connec- 
tion. Passenger trains are running on 
time and freights are beginning in a 
way that must alarm those of the union 
who have gone out. 

Toronto, Oct. (J. — (Special)— The gen 
eral opinion is that the strike is practi- 
cally over at this point and no trouble is 
at present anticipated, Dispatches fron 
Montreal indicate that an important de 
putation will to-day wait on the C.P.R. 
management, representing the Western 
railway system and consisting of a depu- 
tation composed of G. P. Pike, the Fort 
William superintendent of the Order 
of Railway Conductors; S. Kennedy, 
of Winnipeg, representing the Bro- 
therhood of Locomotive Engineers; A. 
\V. Sawyer, Winnipeg, representing the 
Brotherhood of Firemen ; and S. Young, 
Fort William, representing the Brother- 
hood of Railway Trainmen. These men, 
it is understood, have been deputed by 
the various organizations in the territory 
between Fort William and Vancouver to 
try to arrange a settlement. When they 
reached North Bay yesterday they were 
met by T. M. Patterson, assistant gran 
chief of the Order of Railway Telegrapl 
ers, who joined them and went on* t 
Montreal with the deputation, arriving 
there this morning. 

Winnipeg, Oct. G. — (Special)— Some 
thing more delinite about the outcome of 
the C.P.R. telegraphers' strike is 
peeted to reach the city to-night or not 
later than to-morrow. The representa- 
tive men who left Winnipeg on Saturday 
arrived in Montreal last night and have 
been busy ever Bince. There is nothing 
new reported from General Superintend- 
ent Whyte's ollice, and he appears to be 
pretty well satislied with the way things 
are going, l ie is not at all alarmed, but 
on the contrary very sanguine. 

Vancouver, Oct. ti.— (Special)— The 
leaders representing other trades ordeis 
in the C. P. It., have arrived at Mon- 
treal, says a wire to ths strikers here, 
and had a meeting at which they unani- 
mously endorsed the action of the tele- 
graphers. The railroad people say that 
'In per cent, of the strikers on the East- 
ern division have returned to work. The 
strikers have received wires to-day de- 
nying this statement. 

There is no change in the local situa- 
tion. This morning several telegraph- 
ers informed the Colonist representa- 
tive that all trains except passenger 
were tied up. The railroad claim tiiat 
they are moving through freight without 
much trouble, and that in some sections 
men are returning to work, while the 
telegraphers say that not one man has 
gone back. A telegram was shown to 
the Colonist reporter this morning from 
one of the chiefs of the telegraphers say- 
ing that at a meeting of citizens in Win- 
nipeg with the Mayor and clergy on the 
platform, expressions of sympathy were 
used towards the strikers. Last night 
another meeting of the members of the 
C. P. R. union of brotherhoods took 
place, and the Bame sympathy and 
promises of support were held out to the 
telegraphers. 



THE AP0ST0LLC DELEGATE. 

Monsignor Murtinelll an Eminently Success- 
ful and Fortunate Ecclesiastic. 

Washington, Oct. G. — The last public 
mass in the Unitod States conducted by 
Cardinal Satolli and the reception to 
him took place on Sunday. Monsignor 
Martinelli, the successor to Cardinal Sa- 
tolli, was present at the mass. The new 
apostolic delegate is now in his 48th 
year, and is a brother of the late Car- 
dinalJTomniaso Maria Martinelli, spok- 
en of as a likely candidate for the papa- 
cy previous to the conclave that elected 
Pope Leo XIII. For many years Arch- 
bishop Martinelli was a teacher in the 
college of the Irish Augustiniana at 
Rome, and it was there that he learned 
the Enlisb language. It is said 
that he has twice declined the appoint- 
ment of apostolic delegate to foreign 
countries tendered to bmi by Pope Leo, 
and it is his profound learning and dip- 
lomatic skill that has made him the suc- 
cessor of Cardinal Satolli. 

Father Martinelli is large, handsome, 
and in the prime of life, of genial dispo- 
sition, a noted linguist, brilliant conver- 
sationalist and a very clever business 
man. As prior-general of the Augus- 
tinians he lias visited every convent of 
note in the world, and, possessing quick 
perception, lie has thus gathered a fund 
of useful knowledge. The ecclesiastical 
career of the delegate has been eminent- 
ly successful. He entered the church 
when fifteen years old, and during 
the first years of his novi- 
tiate was employed in teaching. In 
this position he proved very capable. In 
after years this experience was of much 
service, as shown in the manner in 
which ho controlled the members of his 
order. 

He was born in the historic town of 
Lueua, Tuscany, forty-eight years ago 
this month. Ho comes of the Bardini- 



Martinelli stock, which for centuriey oc- 
cupied one of the dingy palaceB of the 
Tuscan village. His father was a, firm 
believer in the theory of temporal sover- 
eignty for the pope, and when this failed 
his three sous entered the church in pre- 
ference to living under a temporal sov- 
ereign. One became a cardinal, another 
holds a high office among the Augustin- 
ians and the third has just been appoint- 
ed apostolic delegate to America. 

THE GREAT EARTHQUAKE. 

Felt Not Only in Japan, But the Cause of 
Destruction and Alarm in Peru. 

Port Townsend, Oct. 6. — The British 
ship City of Hankow, from Mollendo, 
Peru, brings word that the great earth- 
quake experienced along the coast of 
Japan on July 23, which destroyed a 
vast amount of property and thousands 
of lives, was felt at the same time at 
Arequipe, Peru, 110 miles from Mollen- 
do, 0,000 feet above sea level. The shock 
was unusually severe and greatly alarm- 
ed the natives. Captain King, of the 
City of Hankow, with a party of friends, 
was in a big cathedral attendingserviees 
when the earthquake was experienced. 
It lasted 46 seconds, and the big edifice 
shook like the pendulum of a clock. 

There were only two fatalities report- 
ed. One man jumped from the top of a 
two storey building and was instantly 
killed. The other was a woman, who 
rushed out of her house terror stricken 
and fell in front of a tram car anil was 
killed. The city is situated beneath a 
towering extinct' volcano, and the peo- 
plo thought, owing to the severity of the 
hock, that it was about to become ac- 
tive again. Several other shocks were 
felt, but none so severe.

One quarter interest 
in the group is held by the Dominion 
Mining and Developing Co., and the 
other three-quarters by the Golden 
Cache Co. Both companies have closed 
their stock books. The two chief claims 
are being thoroughly prospected and a 
stamp mill is being erected on the pro- 
perty. 

Applications have been asked for the 
position of chief of police. The citizens 
seem to he well united on the appoint- 
ment of ex-Sergeant Haywood to the po- 
sition, not only on account of his fitness 
for the position but as an emphatic de- 
monstration of their displeasure at his 
being retired from the service. 

The music hall matter has been left in 
abeyance and will probably not be again 
brought up until another council is 
elected. The by-law granting the license 
was passed and it remained for the coun- 
cil to fix the fee. Before this was done 
a petition with 1 ,'200 names protesting 
against the granting of the license was 
handed to the council. Many aldermen 
wavered and some of them turned com- 
pletely around in their attitude to the 
movement, and if the matter had been 
pressed then it is probable that an ex- 
cluding license fee would have been de- 
manded. The instigators ot the music 
hall movement state that two-thirds of 
the 1,200 names were women of the dif- 
ferent religious institutions and Sunday 
school children. 

Mr. Griffiths, representing a Seattle 
syndicate, has acquired four claims on 
Howe Sound — the Sunrise, the Sunset, 
the Kicking Horse and the Sunbeam. 
Some of the assays of these claims run 
as high as $88. There is abundance of 
ore in sight and the shipping facilities 
are good. 

The shacks on Dupont street, which 
hail been condemned as unsanitary, 
were burned down by order of the city 
council to-day. The chief of the fire 
department set the shacks on fire and the 
department kept the llames from spread- 
ing. The Chinese occupants were very 
indignant, but used no violence. 

The Colonist representative visited 
the exhibition to-day. Everything was 
bustle and activity and the exhibits 
promised to be larger and more attrac- 
tive than in previous years. All the 
lines were filled, 

Nanaimo. 

Nanaimo, Oct. u. — There were regis- 
tered yesterday at the government 
oHice three mineral locations, one called 
the Mystery, situated near the South 
Forks of the Nanaimo river, one on Tex- 
ada, staked by Vancouver people, and 
the third called tlie Vitellie, in the 
Dunsmuir district. 

Mr. Shaw, principal of the Central 
public school, has instituted a fire drill 
among the children of the school. 

Some large luscious strawberries have 
been recently gathered by ex-Mayor 
Gibson, in his garden on the Five Acre 
lots. They were grown in the open air, 
aud show the salubrity ot our climate 
even in the month of October. Mr. Gib- 
son has had strawberries come to matur- 
ity as late as the middle of December. 

The Nanaimo High school will this 
week move from the North Ward school 
to the school building on Nicol street 
and Victoria road, at the rear of -the tire 
hall. The present accommodation was 
altogether inadequate for the increasing 
number of scholars. The new school- 
room will be GO feet by HO feet. 

ASHCROFT. 
(From the B.C. Mining Journal.) 

Mr. Kirkpatrick had some good look- 
ing ore from Highland valley on exhibi- 
tion ut the fair. Some fine samples of 
copper rock (bornite) carrying as high as 
•27 per cent, of copper. Kirkpatrick and 
Shulor are about to do development 
work in some of their copper lands in 
that section. 

Mr. LaPointe has returned from the 
Chilcoten country, where ho has pur- 
chased several hundred head of cattle 
for the Const. He has Heveral car loads 
for shipment at Ashcroft, awaiting cars, 
which are not at hand owing to the 
strike. 

Mr. Johnson, president of the Cariboo 
Gold Mining and Exploration Company, 
who has been on Antler creek, came 
down on Tuesday on his way to Seattle. 
He saya that his company will work on 
an extensive scale next season and that 
the result of their work has been to 
prove the ground owned by them to be 
of value, and that from the present 
showing there is no fear of that part of 
Cariboo not turning out well. The com- 
pany's works are mostly closed down now 
to be re-opened at as early a date in tiie 
spring as possible. 

Clarence Miller and wife, from Black- 
water, same over from Lillooet on Tues- 
day's stage. Mr. Miller says the Black- 
water camp, although only known as 
such for the past three months, has 
quite a number of prospectors, and that 
thirty-live locations have been made, all 
or nearly all adjoining the big gold, sil- 
ver and copper ledge that was discovered 



by Mr. Miller and partnors some months 
ago. This mammoth property measures 
in actual width 230 feet and is distinctly 
traceable and is located for three or four 
niileB. A one-half interest in one of Mr. 
Miller's claims has been sold to parties 
in consideration of their agreeing to put 
up $10,000 for development work, and a 
200-foot shaft will be sunk on the ledge. 
The company's joint claims, three 
in number, are under bond to 
Frank J. Raines and Walter Pears, 
of Vancouver. There iB no question of 
the value of the Blackwater section as a 
mining country, and it is bound in the 
near future to come to the front. A 
road is now being constructed from 
Howe Sound to tap this section. The 
road is being completed about 40 miles 
inland and 25 or 30 miles more will com- 
plete it. This will throw the Blackwater 
country, now 375 miles, via Lillooet, 
Ashcroft, etc., to within about 100 
miles of Vancouver. If Mr. Miller is 
not mistaken in his estimate of the coun- 
try large smelters will in the not very 
distant future be erected especially to 
treat the ores of Blackwater. 

Col. E. Deylones, of Seattle, came up 
on Saturday and took the Monday's 
stage for Cariboo. In the Colonel's 
company was Mr. Delatier, a mining ex- 
pert, living at Denver, sent up by a 
company of French capitalists to see 
some Cariboo properties. If favorable 
report is made ad seems reasonable to 
expect, large works will he the result of 
the French company's mines on Oues- 
uelle river. 

The ninth annual exhibition of the 
Inland Agricultural Association of 
British Columbia was held at Ashcroft, 
in the Agricultural hall. There was a 
fairly good turn out. Several of the 
largest exhibitors were compelled to 
leave their exhibits at home, on account 
of the irregular running oft he trains, 
hut a few brought exhibits along with 
them in the passenger trains. The 
stock and poultry exhibits was not as 
large as heretofore, but what was shown 
was first class. Where the people ex- 
celled was in the field and garden fruit 
exhibits, which would compare with 
almost any part of the world, and does 
great credit to the enterprising farmers. 

BARKERVILLE. 
(From the B. C. Mining Journal.) 

During the List few weeks manj quart/, 
locations have been made and it is ex- 
pected that something definite will be 
done to test the value of the many quartz 
ledges that surround the district. A. D. 
Whittier, acting for an English syndi- 
cate, is spendinga largb amount of money 
in development work. Under the same 
management a camp will be built on 
Snowshoe mountain and operations car- 
ried on there during the winter. The 
same company is also working on 
Grouse creok, and it is expected that 
good paying ore will be struck this win- 
ter on all of these locations. 

The Cariboo Gold Fields Co. are still 
working their hydraulic claim on Wil- 
liams creek. They are preparing to 
clear up, and it is expected they will 
finish in about three weeks. A shaft 
has been sunk on this claim close to the 
creek, where the bed rock is too low to 
be worked by the hydraulic process. 
Good pay has been struck and a shaft 
house will be built at once, so that oper- 
ations can be carried on during the win 
ter. 

The "Black Jack" hydraulic claim 
bus just completed the clean-up for the 
season. The turn-out this year has been 
a surprise, they having cleaned up two 
hundred ounces. They have struck a 
hack channel in the hill, and it has 
proved to bi rich, all through the gravel, 
and the owners are well pleased with 
their new find. 

All the hydraulic claims in this part 
of the district sent in more favorable re- 
ports this season than they have done 
for years. Most of the claims are just 
getting in good shape to work, they are 
reaching bedrock ; consequently, they 
are getting more gold.

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THE CZAR IN PARIS; 



Decorations Eclipse Anything Ever 
Seen in the Capital — A 
Hearty Reception. 



Thousands of People Flocking' Into 
the City— State Entry of 
His Majesty. 



Paiuh, Oct. 0.— Tha Czar and Czarina 
arrived safely from Cherbourg at 11 
o'clock this morning. The weather was 
fine and the decorations showed up 
splendidly in the sunlight. Their ma- 
jesties wero accorded the most raptur- 
ous reception, and reached the Russian 
embasy, where they will reside during 
their visit. Crowds began gathering 
along the route of the procession shortly 
after daylight, and by 8 o'clock the 
neighborhood of the Rue Bois do Bou- 
logne, Place do L'Etoile, Avenue des 
Champs Klycee, Place de la Concorde, 
Pontile la Concorde, Boulevard Saint 
Germain, Rue St. Simon and Rue de 
G run ville, on which the Russian em- 
bassy is situated, were thronged with 
enthusiastic people. A double line of 
troops held the route from the railroad 
depot to the embassy. Shortly after 7 
o'clock they were reinforced by gend- 
armes, sergeants de ville and detectives, 
including a number of rigenta of the; 
Russian secret police and picked men 
from th'e Nihilist detective corps. 

The decorations eclipsed anything 
ever seen in the French capital. The 
Russian and French flags, entwined or 
floating side by side, predominated, but 
trees, balconies, roofs, lamp posts, sta 
tues, anything and almost everything 
utilized for draperies, to impress the 
Czar with the enthusiasm of France at 
the visit of her great friend. Trees de 
p rived of their natural foliage by the 
autumn blasts were thickly covered with 
artificial leaves and flowers representing 
peaches, almonds and other blossoms. 
Rostral columns -10 feet high, painted to 
imitate stone and surmounted by Rus- 
sian double eagles, each six feet high, 
supporting Imperial crowns, lined the 
Champs Flysee. The Place de Hotel de 
Ville was made brilliant with Venetian 
masts and co!oi:n ides deckel with paper 
flowers, and the Tuilleries gardens were 
beautifully decorated with Hags and 
statues. 

A special train with President Faure, 
President of the Senate Lou bet, Presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Deputies Bris- 
son, Premier Meline, cabinet ministers 
and others arrived at Versailles at 8:35 
a.m., the imperial train following closely. 
The Czar and Czarina were received at 
Versailles by M, Faure, after which 
they entered the President's train, the 
Russian train being too heavy for the 
light rails of the circular railroad. The 
party arriving at Ranelugh, the Czar 
and Czarina were welcomed by the 
presidents of the senate and chamber of 
deputies, all the cabinet ministers. Gpn. 
Saussier, military governor of Paris; 
Cardinal Richard", die Archbishop of 
Paris, civil and municipal authorities 
and other high officials. 

The arrival of the distinguished 
travellers was signalled to the expectant 
throngs by trumpets, after which there 
was a long roll from the drum corps. 
The guard of honor presented arms and 
the troops were called to attention from 
one end of the route to the other causing 
the crowds to begin cheering from the 
depot to the embassy. About the station

VENEZUELA N BOUNDARY. 

Reassembling of the Commission— A Large 
Quantity of Important Matter 
Collected. 

Washington, Oct. 6. — The Venezuela 
boundary commission will meet next 
Saturday for the first time in several 
months. A large quantity of matter 
peitaining to the inquiry with which the 
commission is charged has been col- 
lected by agents engaged all summer in 
this country and Europe, and much of 
this will be in shape for final consider- 
ation. Secretary Mallet Provost alone 
has carefully examined no less than 700 
maps and ancient, charts, and has huc- 
ceded in dividing them into several 
groups for easy comparison as to general, 
features. Prof. Baar and Mr. Denman, 
of the John s Hopkins University, have 
been successful in the collection of re- 
cords in Great Britain and Holland, and 
hope to report upon their branch of the 
work about the 15th inst. While indi- 
vidual members of the commission have 
spent much time in preparation of re- 
ports on special lines. Prof, liaar re- 
ports that he was treated with the great- 
est courtesy in his work of searching 
and comparing British records. The 
foreign office placed at hie service an ex- 
pert clerk.

the air was rent with roars of " Vive le 
Czar," ''Vive le Emperenr," " Vive la 
Republique." Hats, sticks, umbrellas, 
handkerchiefs, etc., were waved wildly. 
Tbe Czar wore the uniform of a colonel 
of tbe Russian rifles, across the breast of 
which was the scarf of the grand cordon 
of the Legion of Honor. He replied 
with a military salute to " present 
arms" by the guard of honor. The 
Czarina bowed in response to the fer- 
vent welcome from the populace. 

President Faure, saluting the imperial 
couple, removed his hat, and at the j 
same moment the battery at Mount Val- 
erien fired the first shot of the imperial 
salute of 101 guns. The formal presen- 
tation took place in a magnificent salon, 
constructed expressly for the purpose, 
after which President Faure offered his 
arm to the Czarina, and witli the Czar 
on his right returned to the platform of 
the railway station. The Czar then re- 
viewed a detachment of the Garde Pub- 
licaine on duty. When this ceremony 
was concluded their majesties, President 
Faure and suite entered a gorgeous state 
carriage in waiting and the state entry 
into Paris was begun. 

The Czar and Czarina occupied a Ber- 
lin painted a dark blue and lightened 
witli red scroll work anil brass mount- 
ings and having large silver lamps at 
each corner, it was driven by a coach- 
man in long blue coat and brass buttons, 
red waistcoat, powdered wig and high 
hat. Three brilliant liveried coachmen 
occupied the back of the Imperial car- 
riage. The scene outside the depot was 
one of frenzied enthusiasm. The cortege 
en route passed the Arc de Triumphe 
and was wildly cheered by the immense 
crowds filling the avenues surrounding 
It. • 

Nicw York, Oct. 6. — A Herald dispatch 
from Paris say s : " During the last two 
days 05,000 people arrived by the North- 
ern railway, Kl',OU0 by the Western rail- 
way, G6,000 by the Orleans line and 30,- 
000 by the "Eastern line. Thirty-live 
thousand arrived by the Northern line 
alone on Sunday before 11 o'clock, 22,- 
000 by the Western line. 18,000 by the 
Eastern line. 20,000 by the Orleans line 
and 27,000 by the Lyons Mediterranean. 
You can say that on an average of from 
120,000 to 140,000 people have come to 
Paris every day," said the deputy sta- 
tion master at the Gate St. Lazar, when 
speaking of the exodus of country people 
from their homes to Paris. They keep 
coming and going. The railway author- 
ities have all they can do to regulate this 
extraordinary pilgrimage. 

"The people mostly are not Parisi- 
ans," said a policeman outside the gate 
of St. Lazar, " who are coming every 
day. They come from the country ami 
England. Keep a good watch over your 
money and your valuables," continued 
the policeman, " for with all the people 
who come to see the Czar, there are 
crowds of pickpockets from all parts to 
find victims. Don't make any mistake 
about the necessity of exercising 
unusual care in guarding your 
property during these days of fes- 
tivities.'" So great was the 
rush for food at the various restaurants 



Gaudeljara, Mexico, Oct. 0.— Over- 
land dispatches from Mazatlan state that 
the damage wrought by recent floods in 
the State of Sinaloa is much greater 
than at first estimated. All the rivers 
in that state were out of their banks, 
which were washed away. Over a hun- 
dred bodies have been recovered and 
many others are missing. The damage 
to shipping interests is believed to be 
very great, but reports as to the safety 
of coast vessels are very meagre. A full 
report of the damage has been forwarded 
to President Diaz. A public appeal will 
be made for funds to relieve the wants 
of the storm sufferers.

MUCH ADO ABOUT NOTHING. 

The Province, which in all matters 
that relate to Dominion politics is a 
mere echo of the Times, repeats what 
the evening daily had said about Col. 
Prior's statements regarding the subsidy 
to the Esquimau and Nanairho Railway 
Company. The object of both the Grit t 
organs is to produce the impression that 
when Col. Prior stated that the Tupper 
Government had agreed to aid that rail- 
way and the British Pacific, he said what 
was not true.

WHAT THE CITIZENS DO WANT. 

According to the Times it is exceed- 
ingly stupid to say that there are many 
things which the citizens want more 
than theydoaredistiibutionbf the ward 
All that we have to say to this is that 
there are a great many stupid people in 
the city, for there are vew few of the 
citizens who care a pin about having the 
wards redistributed, but there are very 
many who want purer and sweeter 
water than they can get, who want the 
cab stand on Government street re- 
moved, and who want the streets made 
smoother and cleaner. The great ma- 
jority of them, too, would feel much 
relieved if they could only feel sure that 
the City Councillors would stop blunder- 
ing and save the city's money. 

Messrs. Marchant and Maemillan and 
their brother, the editor of the Times, 
no doubt consider the demand lor a 
reform in the civic administration ex- 
ceedingly stupid, but citizens who for 
the last montli or two have been try- 
ing to calculate what the Council's 
waterworks blunder and their Point 
Ellice blunder have cost them already, 
and what they are likely to cost them in 
the future, naturally feel that a Council 
blessed with more common sense and 
less political ambition would he a great 
deal cheaper, and would suit them much 
better in every way than the present 
gifted councillors who talk so much and 
do so little. It may lie stupid in them 
to want something for their money, but 
that sort of stupidity is very common in 
this world. 

If the editor of the Times would only 
let the city taxpayers know how much 
the oratorical brilliancy and the political 
astuteness of members of the present 
City Council have cost them not only in 
dollars and cents but in sorrow and suf- 
fering:, he would do them good service. 
It strikes us very forcibly that he will 
find that the present Council is the 
dearest in many senses, except the right 
one, that the city has ever hail. It he 
inquires, too, he will find that for one 
taxpayer who wants the wards re- 
arranged there are a hundred who are 
longing for reforms in civic administra- 
tion. 



fact, that railway subsidies are never 
placed upon the estimates. They are 
otherwise provided for by statute. An 
act is passed granting certain subsidies 
to railroads and the sums granted are 
not in the estimates. Let a volume of 
the Statutes of the Dominion be exam- 
ined lor any year in which sub- 
sillies for railways were granted and 
it will be found that those grants are in- 
cluded in an act which is entitled •' An 1 
Act to authorize the granting of sub- j 
eidies in aid of the construction of the 
lines of railway therein mentioned." In 
1893 subsidies were granted to as many 
as nineteen railways and not a word is 
said about railway subsidies in the esti- 
mates. In 1894-95 as much as $1,310,549 
was paid in railway subsidies and no 
provision was made for such payment in 
the estimates of that year. In the or- 
dinary course, therefore, there would 
be no record of the Govern- 
ment's intention to grant a subsidy 
until there had been presented to the 
House of Commons the resolution on 
which the subsidy bill would be found- 
ed. This being *.he case no capital 
against Col. Prior can be made out of Mr. 
Blair's answer to Mr. Mclnnes. 

From this it is seen that there is no 
other foundation for the charge of false- 
hood against Col. Prior, but the ignor- 
ance—charitably assuming it is ignor- 
ance — of the editors of the Times and 
the Province. 



tears over it, and when there was a sur- 
plus they declared that the taxes were 
too high, and that the surplus was an 
indication of bad and reckless adminis- 
tration. The financial mismanagement 
of the Tories was a topic of which they 
never wearied. 

Well, the Grits have at last got com- 
mand of the Treasury. Have they be- 
gun to practise economy*.' Have they 
strained their ingenuity to cut theircoat 
according to their cloth? They have 
done nothing of the kind. On the con- 
trary they have provided for the ex- 
penditure of a' great deal more money 
than they can expect to get. They have 
with their eyes open made preparation 
for a big deficit for the year 
ending June, 1897. The revenue for that 
year is not likely to be more than $37,- 
000,000, and it may be considerably leaB. 
Last year's revenue did not amount to 
more' than $36,600,000. Well, the Lib- 
eral Government has provided for an ex- 
penditure of about $44,000,000. Hero 
we have the Liberals in their very first 
year making provision for a deficit of 
about seven millions. They deliberately 
provide for an expenditure of nearly 20 
per cent, more than they can expect to 
receive. Part of the 44 millions is to he i 
expended on capital account and is to be 
paid out of loans, but the ordinary ex- 
penditure, chargeable to revenue, is very 
nearly forty millions, making a deficit of 
between three and four millions, perhaps 
much more. This is the difference be- 
tween Grit profession aud Grit practice. 
We have seen what it is in other mat- 
ters and we now see what it is in fin- 
ance. The Montreal Gazette concludes 
an article on The National Finances with 
the following remarks : 

At the beginning of the present month 
the Government had in the hanks four 
million of dollars, against which is to be 
set, however, a temporary loan of $2,- 
000,000 made in London, and falling due 
in January next. At least six million 
dollars is likely to have to be provided, 
therefore, before the 1st of July next, from 
some source of outside revenue, and the 
only practical way is by a loan. The 
present Government will not break the 
rule of all its Liberal predecessors, either 
at Ottawa or the Provincial capitals, and 
it will, like them, add >o the debt. And.

JUDGE DRAKE'S DECISION. 

Mr. Justice Drake's decision on the 
application of the Consolidated Railway 
Company for an injunction to restrain 
the Corporation from completing the 
pile bridge at Point Ellice could hardly 
have been pleasant reading for the mem- 
bers of the City Council. That decision 
shows that the aldermen who would 
have the citizens believe that they have 
a profound knowledge of the law have 
in that bridge mutter been wrong from 
first to last. The Judge incidentally 
condemned them for not replacing the 
old bridge without unnecessary loss of 
time, and he shows, too, that their in- 
terpretation of the agreement between 
the Corporation and the Company has 
been erroneous. The conclusion that is 
to he drawn from the judgment is that 
the wrong-headedness, conceit and 
stupidity of the Council have not only 
been the cause of inconvenience and loss 
to the citizens for want of means of 
communication with Victoria West and 
Eaquimalt, 'but have made the city liable 
for legal expenses to a considerable 
amount. 'The blunders which the City 
Council have committed in connection 
with this bridge business are too many 
and too gross, as well .as too expensive, 
to be excused. If the Council were en- 
deavoring to show how hopelessly stupid 
and how incapable they are they could 
not have accomplished their purpose 



A NONSENSICAL YARN. 

There are a few blatherskite annexa- ! 
tionists in Canada, who, assisted by an- 
other set of blatherskites on the other 
side of the national boundary like them- 
selves, are trying to create the impres- 
sion in the United States that there is 
an influential party in the Dominion 
whose object is to bring about annexa- 
tion. The windbags go so far as to assert 
that the Premier of the Dominion, the 
Hon. Wilfrid Laurier, is at heart an an- 
nexationist and that he is doing all he 
can in a quiet way to have Canada poli- 
tically annexed to the United States. An 
article on this subject in a late number 
of the Seattle Poat-Intelligencer is 
illustrated by a portrait oi the Pre- 
mier. It, too, contains this notice of that 
gentleman : " Wilfrid Laurier, the first 
French Canadian to attain the premier- 
ship, is at heart the Btancbest of annexa- 
tionists, and so for tbe first time in the 
history of Canada the promoters of con- 
tinental union will hold a gathering (in 
Toronto) practically sanctioned by the 
Government." 

There is, we are satisfied, not a scin- 
tilla of truth in this. Mr. Laurier, 
though perhaps not a very profound 
statesman, is not a fool. And no public 
man in Canada who is not a fool would 
allow it to be for a moment believed that 
he is favorable to annexation. There is 
no annexationist party in this Dominion. 
There is no newspaper that advocates 
annexation. There is, we believe, a 
member of the Dominion Parliament 
who once was an avowed annexationist, 
but if he still believes in annexation 
he has the prudence and the good 
sense to keep hie opinions on that sub- 
ject to himself. The probability 
is that recent events in the States have 
cured him of his preference for' annexa- 
tion. Canadians who know what is go- 
ing on in the States, who are at all well 
informed as to the political, the social 
and the financial condition of that 
country, have no wish to cast in their 
lot with that of ita citizens. They are 
too well satisfied with their own institu- 
tions and with the privileges they enjoy 
as British subjects, to desire to plunee 
into the turmoil and the uncertainty 
that seem to have become the normal 
condition of our neighbors. Republic- 
anism as it is in the States has in these 
days no charms for any appreciable 
number of Canadians,

Then it was ascertained that 
he had for some time past been conduct- 
ing the Rues house on Johnson street, 
the license for which stands in the name 
oi the Bossi estate— owners of the prop- 
erty. It now appears that the represen- 
tatives of the estate even did not know 
that Nucci was the actual tenant. They 
had leased to one (Jondogeorge ; he bad 
rented to an Italian hotelman with an 
unpronounceable name ; and the latter 
in turn had sub-leased to Nucci, who 
saw to it that the fees for the Bossi 
license were promptly and regularly paid. 
The result is a very pretty tangle which 
tho commissioners are endeavoring to 
unravel. The latest development, which 
came before the board at a special sit- 
ting yesterday, is an application from 
Mr. S. P. Mills, as representative of the 
estate, for a transfer to Condogeorgo, un- 
der the 1895 act. A temporary permit 
had under the circumstances been refus- 
ed by the Mayor, and the commissioners 
have also determined to give a few days 
consideration to the subject before deal- 
ing with it.

Prospects Good for Floating 
Steamship Umatilla — Tu; 
Chieftain Beached.

Significant Shipments of Wheat, to 
Japan— Second Salmon Ship 
Ready for Sea. 
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A big force of men is at work on the 
steamer Umatilla, and, with the favor- 
able weather of the past few days, 
splendid progress has been made in dir- 
ection of putting the big vessel in shape 
for floating. Five pumps, each with a 
capacity for handling 20,000 gallons of 
water a minute and capable of throwing 
an eighteen-inch stream are to be placed 
in her, and it is hoped to have them at 
work within three days. The divers are 
still trying to locate the holes in the 
Umatilla's bottom, and have found that 
the thirty-foot opening is really in the 
shin's false bottom, and that the 
combined opening of eight smaller 
holes in the ship's plates make the 
matter much less eerious than had 
been supposed. A more difficult place 
for divers to work in would be hard to 
imagine than is found in the hold of the 
Umatilla, for the water is blackened 
with teas, coffee, spices and decaying 
fruits. Captain Charles M. Goodall is 
board the Umatilla, and personally 
supervises all the work on the ship. His 
plan is to patch up the holes in the ves- 
sel's bottom, pump her out and then, if 
possible, tow her to the dry dock for per 
manent repairs. An exchange says 
The wreck of the steamer has made the 
company short of tonnage, and nearly 
2,000 tons of freight for San Francisco 
must be left on the Sound by the Puebla 
on her outgoing trip. It is understood 
that the steamship Willamette will be 
chartered to work oil' the surplus freight. 
-I.U'AN GRINDING COAST WHEAT. 
The steamers Htipeh, Chittagong and 
Monmouthshire, says the Tacoma Tele- 
ram, carried wheat from the Columbia 
iver lately for Nagasaki to he ground 
into Hour at a Japanese mill there. 
There is a neat question involved in this 
matter. The general belief among ship- 
ping men is that Russia proposes sup- 
plying the railroad hands she now has 
working on the Trans-Siberian road and 
the soldiers guarding tho right of way 
ereafter from wheat brought from this 
coast, nulled by cheap Japanese labor 
and transported to Vladivostock in the 
cheap bottoms of the East. 

THE DAMAGED "CHIEFTAIN." 

The next steamer going North will 
carry a force of carpenters to temporari- 
ly repair the tug Chieftain, which struck 
a rock in Metlakatla harbor. The steam- 
er has been got off the rock which dis- 
abled her and has been beached close by. 
She is badly smashed, however, and the 
title, it is said, washes as freely through 
her as around her. It is the intention 
to patch her up in such a way as will 
admit of her being brought to Victoria, 
where her injuries will be made good.

[From the Rossland Minor.] 

Miners on the St. Elmo tunnel, still 
on the ground of the Consolidated St. 
Elmo, have uncovered a stupendous 
showing of pyrrhotite and chalcopyrUe 
ore. The solid ore body is fully nine 
feet wide and dipping west. The ore is 
of a grade much better than anything 
hitherto encountered in the mine. 

On the Phoenix two shafts have been 
Bunk. No. 1 shaft is down about eighty 
feet and has had ore nearly all the -way 
down, though not a solid body. The 
assays from the bottom of the shaft run 
up to $20 and a little over, so that what 
ore is found is of shipping grade. 

While S. S. Bailey of the Payne mine 
was in Rossland he was asked what he 
would estimate the production of the 
Slocan at this winter. He said: "From 
October 1 to May 1 the Slocan will ship 
25,000 tons of ore of the average value of 
$100 per ton or a total value of $2,500,- 
000. In case the price of silver is raised 
the output will greatly exceed these 
ligures, but at present prices the produc- 
tion will be about as stated. The pro- 
gress in the Slocan country in the past 
season is almost beyond belief." 

The bond on the Gold King, taken 
several months ago by D. M. Linnaird 
in the sum of $15,000, has been lifted. 
Mr. Linnaird has incorporated a com- 
pany with $3,000,000 capital to takeover 
and" work the claim. It lies between 
the Flossie L. and Littlo Darling and 
Jumbo. 

The Empress, lying to the east of the 
Crown Point and ' Wolverine, has been 
sold to a Victoria syndicate represented 
by Ewan Morrison. The surface show- 
ing on this ground is reported to he very 
handsome. The price paid was $8,000. 

In the lied Mountain mine a rich body 
of ore was opened last week. Since that 
it has widened to fully two and a half 
feet, while the ledge appears to be about 
live feet wide. Five assays have been 
made. The total of the iive is $427.44, 
and the average value to the ton $85. 
These assays were made from ore taken 
from a depth of live feet. 

On Thursday evening the face of the 
cross-cut from No. 2 abaft in the Mug- 
wump at the west end of the claim 
Bhowed signs of coming into ore. On 
Friday morning the entire face was in 
line iron-copper ore similar in appear- 
ance to the pay ore in the adjoining 
claim on the west, the Gem of Pilgrim 
as it is variously known. The ore on 
the latter claim carries $30 to $50 in gold, 
live to Beven ounces in silver and live to 
ten per cent, copper per ton. 

Information is received of a very rich 
strike on the Colonna. A ledge 12 feet 
wide has been uncovered with four feet 
of solid copper ore. Samples showed 
native copper, black oxide of copper, 
chalcopyrite and copper glance. 

A nice body of ore has been opened up 
at IS feet depth in the new shaft on the 
Argentine. The shaft is being sunk on 
a white quart/, ledge, and will he put 
down 75 feet this fall, alter which a deep 
tunnel will be driven to cut the ledge at 
200 feet. 

Clarence Teasdale is down from the 
Silver Chief mine, on the summit of the 
divide between Wild Horse and Clear 
creeks in the Salmon Kiver country. 
He says the ore is high grade from the 
grass roots, and a test shipment to the 
smelter is now being made. A pack train' 
of seven mules is kept busy taking down 
fourteen sacks of ore per day to the 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard railroad. The 
product of the mine is a dry ore averag- 
ing about $100 in gold and silver com- 
bined. 

The High Ore company has let a con- 
tract for 50 feet of tunnel work on its 
claim. The tunnel is now in 5(i feet, bo 
that the new work will carry it past the 
100-foot station. The contractors are 
the same as those now driving the Jum- 
bo crosscut and they take stock in pay- 
ment of their work on the High Ore. 
The tunnel is only about 30 feet from 
the Jumbo's end line. 

James L. Wise is down from Rover 
creek. He brought in some ore from a 
claim on the Kootenay river, right op- 
posite the mouth of "the Slocan river. 
The claim is called the Big Four, and I 
was only located last month. A surface I 
cut has been run in about six feet on 
the vein on the property, and a body of 
ore five feet wide lias been discovered. 
The ore is a solid iron sulphide, and 
assays up to $18 in gold. 

Some ten days or two weeks aeo a new 
vein was discovered on the Silverine, 
which adjoins the Evening Star on the 
north. It has now been stripped for a 
distance of 150 feet and the process is 
still being continued. The ore is a solid 
arsenical iron and runs from $0 to $20 in 
gold. 

A strike has been made on the Flossie 
L., a claim on the west side of the cam]), 
just south of the Jumbo. The tunnel 
has been in mineralized rock for some 
time, and last Wednesday the face was 
in almost solid ore. Some large pieces 
were brought down to town, and at- 
tracted much attention. On Thursday 
morning the face of the tunnel looked 
very well, showing much ore in every 
part, and already indicating a solid mass 
near by. The ore has some quartz run- 
ning through it, and shows little or no 
copper. It is a fine grained pyrrhotite, 
resembling that from its neighbor the 
Jumbo. 

A great deal of work is being done on 
the City of Snokane. Mr. Maguire has 
set. a good example to every miner in 
the cam]), though it is not to he under- 
stood from this that the City of Spokane 
is the only mine in the camp which is 
managed as it ought to be. 

A new shaft has been started on the 
main vein of the Sovereign, and is down 
15 feet. It is all oxidized iron and ledge 
matter so far, with some cood ore scat- 
tered through it. The crosscut tunnel 
is now in 90 feet, and will have to be run 
100 more to tan the vein, which it will 
do at a depth of 80 feet. 

J. 13. Morrow, one of the promoters of 
the Juliet gold mine, says it is located 
near Say ward, about four mileufrom the 
Columbia river from Trail and on the 
opposito hank. John Moynihhan went 
down there Sunday in company with 



Mr* Morrow and the latter informs us 
that an open cut shows a ledge six feet 
wide, which is well mineralized. A 100- 
foot tunnel will he driven on the lead at 
once. 

The Georgia shaft was rundown about 
25 feet when a crosscut was started to tin 
west as the ledge seemed to be in that 
direction. This crosscut has been run 
about 14 feet and the last eight feet are 
in the ledge with live leet of ore on the 
banning wall side. The ore is evidently 
in a large mass. It is too early to Bay 
how large it is but the strike iB a very 
important one. The ore is the usual 
pyrrhotite carrying a little copper. It 
has a clean, bright appearance, and 
should carry a fair value in gold. The 
diamond drilling in the lower tunnel is 
proceeding satisfactorily. The drill has 
cut through one ore chute live feet in 
width and is now passing through a 
dyke beyond which another ore body is 
expected to be found. There is a large 
showing of ore on the Georgia at the 
present time. 

The Nest Egg should now take rank 
among the foremost properties of the 
South Belt. The lower shaft is down 50 
feet and has had for some time about 
two feet of ore which has an average 
value of $30 to $35. There are now in 
t ie bottom of the shaft two feet of clean, 
line-grained iron sulphide which runs 
about $28 in gold, from 3* to 6 per cent, 
capper and a few ounces in silver. The 
Nest Egg ore carries more copper than 
any ore in the South Belt. There lias 
been a clean hanging wall almost all the 
way down, but the foot wall is somewhat 
broken. The upper shaft, whore there 
is a tine showing of ore, is still Idled with 
water, no effort having yet been made to 
continue the work there. A largo 
amount of ore has been taken out in 
sinking the lower shaft and this lies on 
the dump awaiting shipment. The Nest 
•Fgg is now bearing out fully all the 
favorable forecasts ever made for it.

To the Editor: — lam informed on 
good authority that when the city solici- 
tor, Mr. C. Dubois Mason, was apprised 
of the intention of the tramway com- 
pany to apply for an injunction tore 
strain the city from completing the 
Point El lice bridge, he advised the 
Mayor and aldermen to retain counsel 
to argue the matter before the court, the 
regular city barrister, Mr, W. J. Taylor, 
being absent from the city, and that Mr. 
Mason received the typical answer that 
the corporation could not afford it and if 
he wanted counsel he had better retain 
one himself and pay the fee out of hil 
salary. Without entering into any dis 
mission of the question of whether the 
result would or would not have been the 
same in any event, I must say that if the 
above stated report be true, it ia the 
smallest piece of business I have heard 
of for a long time. If a nrivate cor- 
poration like the tramway company 
for the purpose of enforcing its real or 
fancied rights can afford to pay two or 
three counsel and even to bring one 
down from the Mainland, surely the city 
aldermen, if they have any faith in their 
contention that they are doing right and 
proceeding according to law, could afford 
to pay first class counsel to present their 
case to the court 1 I venture to say that 
there is not another city council in Can 
ada that would so scandalously neglect 
the city's interests, and as one of the 
ratepayers I say that if this policy is 
be pursued with reference to theactionB 
brought against the city for damages on 
account of the collapse of the bridge, the 
citizens had belter insist upon a settle- 
ment and compromise without going 
anv further.

Bnverfortl Eleven. 

The Haverforcl (Pa. ) college cloven has 
been for some time engaged in t ho very 
laudable enterprise of demonstrating to 
our cousins in England that cricket can 
bo played by Americans, That it has 
succeeded in its undertaking is well 
known to every reader of tho cable reports 
published in most of tho newspapers.

He is by birth ah Englishman and attend- 
ed the Ackworth Friends' school in York- 
shire, where ho played cricket for some 
three years. The greater part of his bai- 
ling ho learned after coining to Havorford 
in 1893, from Woodcock, the popular "pro- 
fessor" of those days, who taught him a 
sound defense, as well as ability to score. 
During his freshman year his record was 
phenomenal, he ending the season with an 
average of 100 % runs per wicket. During 
this season he scored 01 against Harvard 
und 103, not out, against St. Paul's school 
on tho New Englaud trip, During tin 
summer of 1803 ho gained the prize foi 
the highest average on the St. David'.' 
(dtil), 118 and at Belmont rolled up a 
scoroof ll'J, not out. His average for 1801 
was iirj M il; for 1805, -II) 5-0. Thus for the 
three years past he has made the highest 
average ever attained at Havorford, ;is well 
lis winning the "intercollegiate bat" ol 
these years.

.Since he has been in England he has 
made a remarkable record.

AVAILABLE WHEAT SUPPLIES. 

Official Record of Chnnges During a Week. 

Nkw Yohk, Oct. 0. — Speoial cable and 
telegraphic despatches to Bradstreet's 
covering the principal points of accumu- 
lation, indicate the following changes in 
available supplies last Saturday as com- 
pared with the preceding Saturday: 
Wheat— United States and Canada cast 
of the Rockies, increase 873,000. OatB— 
United States and Canada east of the 
Rockies, increase 53,000 bushels. More 
important increases in the Btocks 
of available wheat in the United 
States and Canada not covered in the 
official visible supply statement for last 
week are 586,000 at North western'Can- 
adian points of accumulation ;"650,000 
bushels in Northwestern interior eleva- 
tors ; S3, 000 in Chicago private elevators ; 
58,000 at Rochester; 28,000 at Oswego, 
and 25,000 at Omaha. The total avail- 
able wheat stocks on the Paeilic coast on 
October 1 show an increase of 1 , Dili, 000 
bushels during the month of September 
The available stockB of wheat in Aus 
tralia amounted to 1,200,000 bushels oi 
October 1, a reduction of 1, -100,000 
bushels from the total cabled Brad- 
street's on July 10 last. 

CAN'T SELL WILLOW GROUSE. 

Police Magistrate Decides the Game Act 
Prohibits the Bint From Being Sold. 

A case of special interest to game 
dealers and sportsmen came before the 
police magistrate yesterday. J. Sar- 
antis had exposed for sale in his shop 
on Douglas street some willow grouse, 
and in consequence was summoned to 
appear to answer to a charge of selling 
game in contravention of section 2 of 
the game act amendment act passed at 
last session of the legislature. The sec- 
tion reads : 

'• No person shall buy, sell, or offer or 
expose for sale, any willow grouse, quail, 
pheasant, prairie chicken, doe of any 
age, or any deer under the age of 12 
months, or any blue grouse, hare, deer, 
cariboo, wapiti, moose, mountain goat, 
or mountain sheen, before the first day 
of October in each year." 

The act also provides that the close 
season for willow grouse shall be from 
January 2 to September 30. 

The defence was. conducted by 
Mr. E. E. Wootton, who admitted 
that his client had the grouse for 
sale but maintained that he had a per- 
fect right to do so. The large placard 
issued from the provincial police and 
giving a synopsis of the game act says 
no willow grouse may be sold before Oc- 
tober 1, and it was this placard that Mr. 
Sarantis had taken as bis authority. 

Section 2 of the act. seems to be open 
to two constructions, and Mr. Wootton 
argued that by one reading of it willow 
grouse, quail, etc., were prohibited from 
being on sale only until October 1. The 
magistrate, however, took the view that 
the word " or" in the section divided it 
into two parts, the first prohibiting alto 
gether the sale of willow grouse, quail, 
pheasant, prairie chicken, doe of any 
age, and deer under the age of twelve 
months, but only prohibiting until Oc 
tober 1 the sale of blue grouse, hare, 
deer, cariboo, wapiti, moose, mountain 
goat or mountain sheep. However, as 
Mr. Sarantis had evidently thought from 
the placard that he had a right to sell 
willow grouse after October 1, the court 
would be lenient and impose a nominal 
fine of $1.

BRITAIN AND RUSSIA. 

Sir Vernon Hnrcourt Says They Must Co- 
operate on the Eastern Question. 

London, Oct. 0.— A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople describes Stainboul as being 
in a state of Biego. The precautions at 
night, it appears, are rigorous. The fire 
engines are kept ready for work at a 
moment's notice, as the authorities are 
convinced the revolutionists - are deter- 
mined to set fire to the city. The Chris- 
tians are in dread of an uprising of 
the mob and the respectable Mus- 
sulmans share in tho feeling 
of anxiety for the Christians. It 
has been announced that the Turkish 
government has entered into negotia- 
tions with the Armenian revolutionary 
committee with a view of obtaining a 
cessation of dynamite outrages, the 
porte granting a general amnesty to Ar- 
menians and promising to carry out 
reforms throughout Asia Minor. Little 
faith, however, is placed in Turkish pro- 
mises. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Daily 
Mail declares the agreement of the pow- 
ers for the settlement of the Turkish 
problem, which the correspondent an- 
nounced last week he had good authority 
for publishing, includes the formation of 
an Armenian /.one in the Turkish em- 
pire on the basis of the Jewish pale in 
Russia, the powers guaranteeing 
the safety of the Armenians there- 
in, which gives the idea that the 
zone when organized may become 
the germ of a new Armenian state. 

" The active co-operation," the corre- 
spondent proceeds to say, " will be un- 
dertaken by England, France and Rus- 
sia, while Italy will co-operate if neces- 
sary. As far as England its concerned, 
the harbor of Smyrna will play an 
important part in the final settlement." 

The Standard's Rome correspondent 
says that owing to government pressure 
the Sultan has consented that the Italian 
papers should enter Turkey. This cor- 
respondent also says the Duke of Sermo- 
nota, minister of foreign affairs, and Ad- 
miral Brim, minister of marine, after a 
conference last night, dispatched the 
barbette ship Ilumberto to Syria, The 
Humberto is an ironclad of 13,298 tons 
displacement. She carries four sixty- 
seven-ton guns, eight six-inch quick 
firing guns and forty-seven guns of 
smaller calibre and eight torpedo tubes. 

Sir Vernon Harcourt, Liberal leader in 
the House of Commons, speaking last 
night at Ebwvale, expressed himself 
upon the Turkish question for the first 
time since the present conditions 
have developed, Ho called upon 
the government to grant secur- 
ity and protection to the Arm- 
enians. The Turkish government, 
he said, could never be reformed until it 
ceased to exist. But, he added, Eng- 
land could not act alone, because only a 
military occupation of Turkey would 
avail to protect the Armenians. England 
must co-operate with Russia, the first 
step being to obliterate the Cyprus con- 
vention by which the island of Cyprus 
was ceded to Great Britain. 
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A NELSON MURDER. 

Brief Information Received of a Killing In 
Kootenay. 

Word was received yesterday morn- 
ing from Nelson that a blacksmith 
named Woods had been shot by a man 
who gives his name as James Woods. 
Particulars could not be learned, how- 
ever, as the wires to Nelson went down 
early in the day and up to Inst night had 
not been restored. James Woods who 
did the shooting waB arrested at Rohson 
on Saturday and there was found in his 
poEsesBion "a revolver with three cham- 
bers discharged. The prisoner was 
taken back to Nelson, where the wound- 
ed man recognized him as his assailant. 
The wounded man died on Sunday night. 
What led to the shooting is not known, 
and it is possible that, owing to tho 
meagre telegram sent from Nekon, there 
may be a mistake in the names, as it 
seems strange that both the dead man 
and the prisoner should be named 
Woods.

The Czar and Czarina In Paris— Visiting the 
Russian Embassy and Greek Church. 

Paris, Oct. 6.— Great throngs of peo- 
ple were gathered in the vicinity of the 
Russian embassy to receive the Czar, 
and when the imperial earriace, which 
was preceded by a number of Tunisian 
chiefs in brilliant native costumeB, who 
came to Paris especially to greet the 
Czar approached, the huge mass 
of people broke into cheers, the 
dominant cry befng " Vive le Czar." 
As ttie carriage drew up to the embassy, 
the Czar smilingly recognized the wel- 
come by a military salute, and the 
Czarina who was attired in white, bowed 
to either Bide. These acknowledgments 
caused a redoubling of the cheering. 
The band played Russian anthems and 
their Majesties and President Faure 
were greeted by the Russian ambassador 
and staff. The Czar and Czarina were 
then conducted to the saloon, 
where Baron Mohrenwein offered them 
bread and salt according to Russian cus- 
tom. After lunch in private, the Czar 
and Czarina received .Mine, and Mile. 
Faure, who remained about fifteen min- 
utes. Then the Imperial couple pro- 
ceeded in a state carriage to the Russian 
church in the Rue Mareu, being escorted 
there by a squad of cuirassiers. At the 
church they were met by Baron von 
Mohrenwein and bis stall'. The weather 
has. been all that could be desired and 
the day has passed thus far without 
serious accident.
